A council of “Japan's foremost businessmen, 
bankers, economists, and military leaders,” 
assembled by the Tokyo Chamber of Commerce, 
thinks “Japan should try to remove China's mis- 
understanding that she intends to exploit North 


China.” For “It is useless for Japan at this time 
to push her North China aims because that 
would only increase China’s misunderstanding.” 
Hence “Japan's best policy toward China is one 


of watchful weiting.” 

When Japan pries off a province of North 
China and sets up as a buffer state under 
Japanese protection, the Chinese, it seems, get 
a notion in their heads that Japan is trying to 
boss the country. Hence it is wise to do some 
“watchful waiting” for a while, until this “mis- 
understanding” dies down and there is a better 
chance to grab some more territory without 
starting a large scale war.

| 
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Eliminating Toxins In 
Arthritis 


Bu DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Arthritis gefers to a Greek word meaning 
joint and m@§ns inflarnmation of a joint. The 
chief sympt are pain, limitation of move- 
ment, stiffn and a creaking or grating sound 
when the joint is moved. This disorder is 
usually chronic in nature, developing very slowly 
and gradually. 

In the beginning the pain 

may skip from one joint to the 
next, being felt in the fingers 
today and somewhere else to- 
morrow. Those chronic cases 
in which acute flare-ups occur 
seem to be the ones which 
respond most easily to treat- 
. ment. 
Dr. F. McCoy While various types of 
arthritis are found, that type called arthritis de- 
formans is the one most discussed and develops 
usually in those past the age of 40. In this par- 
ticular form, parts of the joint are destroyed and 
at the same time there occurs a formation of new 
bone, leading to a marked deformity. 


After severe bony changes have taken place 
it is not possible as a general rule to reduce the 
bony enlargement and the joint may therefcre 
refuse to return to its normal shape. However, 
through correct treatment it is usually possible 
to stop the disease process so that the patient re- 


per cent on education at~«| Mains free from all tendency to arthritis in the 


future as long as he continues to observe good 
rules of living. Generally, enough movement 
may be returned so that the patient may return 
to his ordinary activity. Naturally, the best 
results are secured in those cases not toc far 
advanced, but I have seen many advanced cases 
recover when the patients were willing to 
observe a strict dietary regimen over a necessary 
period of time and were willing to use all other 
helpful measures 

In my article yesterday I explained that the 
basic cause of arthritis is a rheumatic toxemia 
which has been created. The first rule which 
must be impressed upon the patient is the need 
for elimination. That word elimination must be 
impressed upon the consciousness. Those desir- 
ing in one word the best way to overcome the 
rheumatic toxemia have it here—ELIMINATE. 

A thorough cleansing must be taken in order 
to relieve the body of the toxins which have 
accumulated and a fasting and dieting schedule 
will be found invaluable at the start. The enema 
should be used at least once daily for the purpose 
of increasing the intestinal elimination and elim- 
ination must be speeded up through the skin and 
lungs by sponge baths and deep breathing. An 
even greater skin elimination may be secured 
through taking sweat baths, but these must be 
judiciously given in those patients who are weak. 

The patient begins the fast by taking fruit 
juice feedings every two hours, using an eight 
ounce glass of juice each time. Any of the fol- 
lowing juices may be taken: orange, grapefruit, 
canned tomato, or canned pineapple. The cleans- 
ing results of the fast are so rapid that the pa- 
tient generally notices that the joint soreness is 
beginning to recede within the first few ad 
After five days on the fruit juice, a restric 
diet is then adopted, consisting of a moderate 
amount of meat, together with an abundance of 
non-starchy vegetables. Starches and sugars 
and also milk are best omitted during the early 
parts of the treatment. 

When the patient improves noticeably at first 
but then fails to keep on improving this generally 
indicates some intestinal condition which re- 
quires attention such as prolapsus, adhesions or 
kinks. Whenever focal infections exist a suit- 
able local treatment must be given. Local treat- 
ment together with a general systemic treatment 
will be found to be the best in aiding the patient 
to recover from arthritis. .

QUESTION: Hugo J. writes: “When I 
over-tired my ears ring. Sometimes when J am 
ready to fall asleep at night, the right ear 1ings 
so loudly that it prevents me from falling asleep. 
Why?” 

ANSWER: Ringing noises in the ears are most 
commonly due to catarrha] inflammation, How- 
ever, if you notice the noise only occasionaliy, it 
may in your case be due to auto-intoxication. The 
circulation of @oxic products in the blood stream 
will be sufficient to irritate the hearing nerve 
and the nerve will respond to such irritation by 
making you hear a noise. Inasmuch as you state 
that the noises are most noticeable when you are 
over-tired, it is possible that fatigue poisons cir- 
culating in the blood are responsible for the 
production of the noises. If you would like addi- 
tional information, write to me again and request 
my articles on EAR NOISES and AUTO-INTOX- 
ICATION.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8S. COWPER 
It's always helpful to “see oorselves as ithers 
see us,” even if the experience isn't pleasant 
Following is how the Chicago Daily Tribune, 
one of the world’s greatest newspapers, sees 
events in Alberta prior to the recent rebellicn in 
the ranks of the government following. It holds 
Alberta up, not as an example for others to fol- 
low, but as a warning to others to avoid mixing 
fascist aims with religious appeals and cash 
promises. The editorial follows: 


MESSIAH’S PROGRESS 


“Premier Aberhart of Alberta now pro- 
poses a new set of laws. He wants to license 
every business and every person engaged in a 
business or a profession !n the province. Any 
individual who dares to operate without a 
license will be fined up to $50; any corpora- 
tion will be fined up to $200, and imprison- 
ment for ninety days is thrown in for good 
measure. 


“The government is to have the right to 
refuse to renew licenses. The objective of 
these measures is clear enough. Mr. Aber- 
hart wants power to contro] every business 
and every organ of opinion in his province. 
He wants every one in his province under his 
thumb. 

“Mr. Aberhart can justly claim title to 
being the most useful man on the Noith 
American continent. He is providing a living 
demonstration of where we go from here. 
The demonstration is costly and troublesome 
to the guinea pig citizens of Alberta, but the 
rest of us, if we have the wit to do it, can 
profit from the experiment. 


“Mr. Aberhart was elected 6n his promise 
to produce the millennium overnight. He had 
the plans and specifications completed. He 
was going to make everybody comfortable 
and happy.’ Everybody was to get a substan- 
tial sum each month for no reason at all and, 
with this purchasing power at work, all in- 
dividual financial difficulties and all economic 
dislocations caused by the depression would 
disappear. 

“A majority voted for him, but somehow 
the Messiah didn’t deliver as promised. He 
couldn't get his plan to work, but, as he has 
explained from time to time, it wasn’t his 
fault. Business men wouldn't cooperate with 
him end it is necessary, therefore, to license 
them all to make sure that they will behave in 
future. No attention need be paid their com- 
plaint that if they did they would soon go 
broke. 

“One thing leads to another. Mr. Averhart 
promised more than he could deliver. When 
the voters began to complain that the goods 
promised had not been received he pacified 
them for a time with promises of action in 
the near ‘uture. Now that will no longer 
quiet citizens and he has had to take the 
next step, which is the finding of a scapegcat, 
followed by retaliation and repression. Mr. 
Aberhart wants the same power to control 
private affairs and public opinion which Hitler 
and Mussolini possess 

“There nothing accidenta! about this 
progression. It is the expectable result of 
electing political prophets’ who promise every- 
thing for nothing. It has happened in Europe, 
it happened in Louisiana, and it will happen 
wherever a demagog misleads his people into 
thinking that he can give them something for 
nothing. In the end he will give them noth- 
ing and will deprive them of their liberties.”

A Day in Canadian History 


During the early days of the 
French regime the governor did| 
his best to prevent anyone having 
intercourse with the English from 
the south or of crossing the then 
unknown boundary between the 
French and English colonies.

REGINA, Sask., April 1.—A call

Canadian newspapers to attack | 


boldly and frankly the problems of 
venereal disease, as a means of get- 
ting away from the “hush hush”

“I am asking the newspapers to 
co-operate and come out and fight 
against syphilis, the broadcasting 


companies to give us a chance to 
bring it to the attention of the 
public,” said Dr, Uhrich. “I want

The bills covering the four-year 
period from 1784-88 reflect not only 
a Catholic taste in art and liter- 
ature but the tragic queen's indif- 
ference to the lavish spending 
which led to her execution on the 
guillotine in October, 1793.

GAS AND ELECTRIC COSTS 
By Roger B. Whitman 

Question—Have you any figures 
on the relative economy of cooking | 
with electricity at two cents per | 
kilowatt-hour. and gas at $2 per, 
1000 cubic feet? 

Answer—That point has been cov- 
ered by the cooking of duplicate 
meals under laboratory conditions 
with gas and with electricity. The 
results show that with electricity at 
two cents per k.w.h., equivalent 
work is done with gas at $1.50.

Question—My stair carpet is bad- 
ly soiled. Is there any way I can 
clean it—I mean reaily clean it— 
witnout taking it up? 

Answer—Begin by loosening the 
dirt with stiff brushing and beat- 
ing, and taking it out with a vacuum | 
cleaner.

good job of cleaning by shampooing | 
with soap jelly.

Question — My basement walls 
have been painted with whitewash 
severa] times, but it does not last.

Answer—You can make a per- 
manent paint with portland ce- 
ment; if you want a white finish 
use white cement. For either gray | 
or white use equal parts of cement 
and hydrated. lime, and mix to the 
desired consistency with water con- 
taining % pound of common salt | 
to the gallon, Clean the wall thor- 
oughly; take off all whitewash and 
loose particles.
